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So the battle is joined between the two rival dogmatisms 
on one side and those who believe in freedom and truth on 
other. 
- Who shall judge between them? Time will judge. God 
will judge. “If God is with us who can be against us?” If 
our insight into the nature of ultimate reality is true, then 
all those systems which destroy freedom are doomed to perish. 
Even if men for a time choose slavery and death, the time 
will come when they will once again take up the struggle to 
be free. “For all men need freedom just as they need air. 
Freedom is neither means nor end; it is a condition of life.”—
